MAGGI, KCONFE, and I hada nice chat at 
Dayton with the Leeson’s, DAVE, W6QHS ,and BARB, 
KK6QM. When we said we were enroute Europe, they 
said, “we have a perfect cure-all to beat jet lag. We use 
it all the time on all our trips.” We said,”please tell.” 

OK, the Leesons say, when you arrive “there” 
, g0 to sleep immediately for an hour and a half. Then get 
up and walk around or do something for an hour and a 
half. Then go back to sleep for an hour and a half, etc. 
etc. Repeat that hour and a half sleep, hour and a half 
awake until you are in sync with the local citizens. 

Sounds great. The Leesons are international 
travellers, so when they say something works, we do it! 
Right? Correcto! 

We arrive in a Lisbon hotel room about 10:30 
AM. Set alarm. Alarm goes off at 12 noon. Kill the 
bugler. Look out the window. Blinded. What city are 
we in? Another hour anda half sleep would be quite 
beneficial for us to understand what is going on in the 
world. (Won't tell Leesons.) Set alarm for 1:30 PM. 
Wake up at 1:30. Great. Up and at ‘em. What are we 
going to do for an hour anda half? Too much wind 
outside. Determined to stay awake. Easy. Just sit here 
and read the travel brochures. So set alarm 3:00 PM, 
end of our “ awake” hour and a half. 

Alarm goes off at 3 PM. Leap out of the chair 
from a dead sleep. Feeling better all the time. Ready 
now for the next hour and a half sleep time. Set alarm for 
4:30 PM. Wake up at 8 PM. What happened to the 


alarm? Pshawww, what do ya know, I forgot to pull 
the set button. However could I have forgotten that.
